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(57) Abstract 

Device for operating vertically-operaied cunains by means of cords (17. 41, 42) whose top ends pass round two or more 
contraposed pulleys (13-29. 46, 47, 51. 52) one (13. 46, 51) or more of which is supported by the headpiece (50) of the curtain, and 
one (29. 47, 52) or more by a carriage (28) sliding axially in relation to said headpiece (50) and connected to a chain (21) which 
after passing round a means of transmission (20) mounted on the headpiece (50) drops down so that it can be pulled by hand and 
so that sliding movement of the cunain is multiplied in relation to the movement of the chain (21). 
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
